RECORD 
SHOPPING 
WITH... 


HER CURLS PEEKING out beneath a gray knit 
beret, Taylor Swift is trying hard to be just 
another neighborhood regular as she quietly 
flips through vinyl inside Nashville’s The 
Great Escape record store. She's failing 
miserably. The smattering of customers 
shopping this Thursday afternoon are 
all eyeing her, hovering, waiting for 
somebody bold to make the first move. 
Swift, meanwhile, is holding up two 
Bruce Springsteen LPs, debating. With its 
13 tracks, Working on a Dream (2009) 
seems to have the edge (“12 songs is lucky,” 
she says), but there’s the stark portrait of 
the Boss on 2007’s Magic to consider. “A 
vinyl album cover can draw you in,” she 
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says admiringly. Eventually, she 
decides to buy them both. 

It turns out Swift is obsessed with 
vinyl LPs. Her record player has a 
“central, prominent location” in her 
kitchen, and she toured with a turn- 
table for dressing-room listening 
sessions with her band. Swift even 
insisted that her new album, Speak 
Now (out Oct. 25), be available as a 
record. “The vinyl is really important 
tome,” she says, “because I’m so in love 
with the concept of an album—a col- 
lection of memories from your life that 
you're giving to people. It’s a piece of 
you. Buying them on vinyl is just taking 
that one step further and acknowledg- 
ing that albums are important.” 

On previous visits to the shop's clut- 
tered aisles (sadly, this particular out- 
post of the five-store chain is closing on 
Oct. 17), the 20-year-old singer has 
stocked up on treasures like Tom Petty 
and the Heartbreakers’ 1976 self-titled 
debut. “Tom Petty is on a pedestal 
for me,” she says. “I want to hear him 
in every possible way I can.” Today 
she breezes through the John Mayer 
section before making an abrupt stop 
at Iron & Wine (a.k.a. singer-songwriter 
Sam Beam). “Ah, this is important,” she 
says. “I love him. Certain voices make 
me feel like it would be a really cool 
soundtrack to your life, all the time.” 

Then, as Swift heads for the Ryan 
Adams section, one fan can contain 
himself no more and attempts a 
furtive snapshot with his phone. 
With impeccable timing, Swift 
flashes a smile just before the click. 
“Did you catch me?” he asks sheep- 
ishly. “I did,” she says. “But don’t 
worry about it.” She turns back to 
Adams, adding his 2007 album, Easy 
Tiger, to her pile. “His music is so 
emotional, and that works so well 
on arecord player.” 

Onlookers are now advancing one 
by one, seeking autographs, pictures,

Y GUESS IS AS good as anybody’s,” shrugs newest Glee 
cast member Darren Criss of reports that his character 


Blaine—a charismatic, out-and-proud gay teen from a 
rival school—is being groomed as a love interest for Chris Colfer’s 
Kurt. “It’s a really big secret.” 

The two meet in the Nov. 9 episode when Kurt, who is fast 
becoming fed up with life at McKinley High, considers transfer- 
ring to the nearby Dalton Academy, where Criss’ character is a 
student. “I think Blaine’s most important role is...as a mentor to 
Kurt,” says Criss, whose only major pre-Glee TV credit was a stint 
on ABC's short-lived Eastwick. “At this point, Kurt’s [sexuality] 
has been such a sense of discord in his life. Blaine finds [being 
gay] empowering. He embraces who he is, and sees Kurt [strug- 
gling with] the same things that he had to deal with, and I think 
he wants to impart that knowledge.” 

Criss hopes Blaine will serve as a positive role model for view- 
ers as well, given the recent string of suicides among gay youth. 
“It’s great to see a strong character like this on a hit show that so 
many people are watching,” he says. “I can’t really think of any 
other gay characters on TV that are this young and sure of them- 
selves. I hope all the kids struggling with this issue can look to a 
guy like Blaine and feel [inspired] by his confidence.” 


Private Practice 
confronts rape 
The dark cloud that’s been 
hanging over Greys Anatomy 
following last season's 
deadly shooting is about to 
take up residence over sis- 
ter series Private Practice. 
At the end of the shows 
Oct. 28 episode, Charlotte 
King—the tightly wound 
doctor played by KaDee 
Strickland—will be 
attacked and raped by a 
deranged patient (Buffy the 
Vampire Slayers Nicholas 
Brendon).

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How did Toni Braxton go 
bankrupt—twice? 


It’s financial déja vu for Toni Braxton, who filed for Chapter 7 bankruptcy in a 
California court on Sept. 30. The “Un-Break My Heart” singer had spent years 
rebuilding her career after taking a similar measure in 1998. Her current money 
troubles date back to April 2008, when Braxton, 43, was forced to cancel a Las 
Vegas concert series on doctors orders after being diagnosed with microvascular 
angina, a dangerous heart condition from which she has since recovered. Her 
insurance company then refused to cover the cost of the nixed concerts, leading 
to.an expensive legal battle. While Braxton’s lawsuit against the insurance com- 
pany was ultimately settled out of court, she was left with between $10 million 
and $50 million in debts, according to her bankruptcy filing. 

“This was a very difficult decision for Ms. Braxton,” the singer's attorney, Debra 
Grassgreen, said in a statement. “However, after months of trying to work out an 
acceptable arrangement, she determined that the only way to assure that she 
could meet her tax obligations and provide for her two small children was to com- 
mence these bankruptcy cases.” A rep for Braxton added that despite her financial 
woes, the Grammy winner will continue to perform. —Simon Vozick-Levinson

new film, Who Is Harry Nilsson (And Why Is Everybody Talkin’ About 
Him?). If you see one rock doc this year (this one is due on DVD Oct. 26), 
make it [Harry Nilsson. Screened as a “work in progress” in 2006 at 
“selected locations”—translation: hardly at all—it’s been held hostage 
until now by music-rights issues. Given Nilsson’s unpleasant decline 
and premature death, this could have been the stuff of a VH1 Behind the 
Music episode, but Scheinfeld has produced something better. Lots 
better. Close to genius, in fact. 

Nilsson was born in 1941; his father walked out three years later, 
leaving young Harry in the care of an alcoholic mother. They lived in a 
section of Brooklyn where signs posted in the alleyways read STARVE 
A RAT—COVER YOUR GARBAGE. In his midteens, the kid 
who would one day win a Grammy for his version of Fred Neil's 
“Everybody's Talkin’” (made famous in Midnight Cowboy) purportedly 
held up a liquor store to pay the rent. 

Here's a story we all know. Our hero scuffles. He moves to the West Coast 
to seek his fortune. He works low-paying jobs—assistant theater manager, 
bank employee. He has a little songwriting success (the Monkees 
covered his song “Cuddly Toy” in 1967), then achieves breakthrough solo 
success with hits like “Everybody’s Talkin’” and “Coconut.” He makes 
famous friends like Ringo Starr, Terry Gilliam, and Robin Williams. Then 
alcoholism creeps up behind him. First it kisses him on the neck, then it 
grabs him in a choke hold. A heavy smoker, he blows his voice mostly 
because he screams his lungs out with John Lennon while making a 
totally forgettable album called Pussy Cats. (At the end of the session,

Their unexpected split is the latest 
surprise in the storied saga of the Scream 
franchise. The original movie opened to 
just $6.4 million when it hit theaters in 
December 1996, but it became a word- 
of-mouth sensation that ended up with 
a $103 million haul at the box office. 
Scream 2 and 3 were released in 1997 
and 2000, and helped push the trilogy 
to almost $300 million domestically and 

achieve a cultlike status with

So 
that was my favorite death scene: me 
coming back to life.” For Campbell, it’s 
the second film’s opening sequence, in 
which moviegoer Jada Pinkett Smith is 
dispatched among an audience of cheer- 
ing horror fans. “It’s really chilling that 
people think it’s fun that she’s dying,” 
Campbell says. “And just for gross fun, 
Tatum [Rose McGowan] in the garage 
[in the first Scream].” But there’s only one 
thing in the series that terrifies Cox: her 
bangs in the third film. “That will haunt 
me the rest of my life,” she says. “It was 
the most ridiculous look. I wasn’t at a 
place in my life where I was like, ‘Guys, 
I gotta have another pair of bangs or I'm 
not shooting, Ten years later I would 
do that.”

It’s a blistering Sunday morning, drifting 
well past 90 degrees by 9 a.m., certainly 
no time to be hanging out behind a 
dive bar in Hast Los Angeles.

In a few hours, 
Bradley Whitford has to catch a plane 
to get back to the Dallas set of Fox’s 
The Good Guys, but he takes the time to 
watch a video of Janel Moloney’s new 
baby on her iPhone. Allison Janney sums 
up everyone's feelings with a soft smile: 
“Tt feels like coming home, to be hanging 
out here on a Sunday morning” (Unfor-

in those talks, [Bartlet] was considered to be a kind of Jimmy Carter 
character who would be an international ombudsman on behalf of the 
United States, | would travel to foreign countries, maybe to observe fair 
elections or to serve in whatever capacity for ind justice that could be 
done there.”

Hughes after his 2009 death of a heart 
attack at 59.

“He had a very 
love/hate relationship with Hollywood, 
and I think it would have really meant 
alot to him. Just the effect that he’s had 
on countless teenagers and people com- 
ing of age throughout the world is pretty 
phenomenal.

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What do you think about when you 
think about The Lord of the Rings? 

A few guesses: Gandalf staring 
down a fiery Balrog and proclaiming, 
“You shall not pass!” Legolas firing 
arrows as he surfs on his shield 
down the trunk of an Oliphaunt. 
Sam carrying Frodo to the top 

of Mount Doom, though he himself 
barely has the energy to stand. 
(Sam, if you really think about it, is 
the coolest character in the movies.) 
Aragorn being crowned king, then 
turning to Frodo, Sam, Merry, and 


Day, run around with 
fireworks like a giddy 
kid; going to barbe- 
cues at Billy Boyd’s 
(Pippin) house; hang- 
ing around in the de- 
mented social club 
that was the makeup 
trailer; and having the 
occasional romance in 
the seaside city of Wel- 


Pippin, who have lowered their 
heads reverently, and telling them, 


“My friends, you bow to no one.” (Ara- 
gorn, if you really think about it, is the 
coolest character in the movies.) 

Those are all great scenes, moments 
of self-sacrifice and unexpected heroism, 
which are the twin strands of the trilogy’s 
DNA. But when the people who actually 
made The Lord of the Rings think about 
The Lord of the Rings—and we asked a 
dozen of them, as they hugged and 
caught up for the first time in years at 
photo shoots in Los Angeles, London, 
and Sydney—they don’t think about 
any of those scenes, They remember 
New Zealand, and the most exhausting, 
exhilarating years of their lives, 

To be specific: 

They remember shooting the very 
first scene in 1999, which found the four 
hobbits tumbling down a hill. “We were 
excited, and there was that kind of buzz 
in the air, like ‘F---, it actually all starts 
now,’” says Elijah Wood (Frodo). To 
which Dominic Monaghan (Merry) 
adds: “We were all in costume and run- 
ning around the set, and Pete [Jackson] 
came up and was like, ‘Okay, all right, 
here we go!’ And he had a clapperboard 
that said, like, Slate one, take one.” 

They remember surfing; getting tat- 
toos; watching Jackson, on Guy Fawkes 
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lington (“I do remem- 
ber some local ladies, 
yes,” says Boyd), 
They remember 
Wood’s obsession with music. “Elijah 
loved to DJ at a certain club,” says Sean 
Astin (Sam). “He'd get so fired up about it, 
and we'd get excited for him and go there— 
and it’s the same people you just spent 
14 hours with and yet here you are, by 
choice, having your Guinness with them.” 
They remember the strange and 
wondrous ways of Viggo Mortensen 
(Aragorn), who had an obsession of his 
own: going fishing in the middle of 
the night. “He'd come stalking out of the 
woods,” says Astin, conjuring a vision 
of Mortensen with a full beard, tangled 
hair, and filthy, rumpled clothes. “And 
you'd think, ‘My God, there's a yeti! No, 
it’s Viggo—and he's carrying bounty!” 
Jackson remembers shooting on the 
side of a volcano in a nature preserve 
where they had to lay down carpet 
to protect a rare moss: “A carpeted vol- 
cano,” says the director. “I mean, that 
was bizarre.” Orlando Bloom (Legolas) 
remembers getting a mohawk just 
because Liv Tyler (Arwen) told him to: 
“She goes, ‘Orly, you should have a 
mohawk, You'd look really cute’ It was 
Liv Tyler telling me to get a mohawk! I 
was like, ‘T'll have a mohawk, please!’” 
And absolutely everyone remembers 
being bone-tired. Says Boyd, “When 


people were doing 16-hour days, seven 
days a week for months on end, they’d 
be exhausted, but they'd always be say- 
ing ‘This is Lord of the Rings!’ And that 
was the battle cry of Richard Taylor and 
his team at Weta [Workshop] when peo- 
ple were falling asleep at their desks: 
‘This is Lord of the Rings!’” 

What LOTR did for epic moviemaking 
is welldmown by now—as are the billions 
of dollars it made (2.9) and the Oscars it 
harvested (17). It was a trilogy about an 
impossible quest: A noble little hobbit:

J.R.R. Tolkien, redeem fantasy as a 
genre, and push special F/X to the point 
where a CGI creature named Gollum 
seemed repulsive and heartbreaking at 
the same time. Frodo nailed his quest, 
and you don’t need to be told how the 
cast and crew did with theirs. 

One more thing that the makers of Lord 
of the Rings think about when they think 
about Lord of the Rings? The disorienting 
moment when it was over, and all that 
was left was one last promotional tour, for 
The Return of the King. “We kicked off the 
last tour in Wellington, and all Wellington 
came out to say goodbye,” says Bernard 
Hill (Théoden). “We had amotoreade, and 
we were all sitting in open-top Mustangs. 
It was just phenomenal. And afterwards 
we were all on stage, looking around at 
these people, doing speeches and stuff, 
and Elijah said, ‘It’s really weird, innit? 


Because we're gonna leave here tomor- 
row—and we've got no reason to come 
back anymore’ And it really upset him.” 

Much of the cast has found reason to 
come back, though. Wood visited New 
Zealand earlier this year and—seeing 
Jackson readying to shoot The Hobbit 
(see sidebar)—felt a pang so profound it 
was “f—ing crazy.” Says Astin, “Nothing 
will ever be like Lord of the Rings—in 
terms of my life, and the way it struck 
such a chord across such a massive, 
diverse range in our society. I don’t know 
that anything could do that again. And 
T'm okay with that.” As long as we've got 
the movies to watch, and rewatch, so are 
we.

It’s how she did that makes this story so power- 
ful, a tale of justice served told with respectful 
restraint by director Tony Goldwyn (A Walk 
on the Moon) and screenwriter Pamela Gray 
(ditto). Because the Waters family couldn't 
afford good legal assistance, Betty Anne, 
a working-class Massachusetts mother and 
dropout, stepped up to graduate from high 
school, then college, and then put herself 
through law school, all so she could repre- 
sent the despondent and sometimes suicidal 
Kenny. The mission consumed her life, but 
damned if she didn’t prevail, digging up evi- 
dence (including DNA testing unavailable at 
the time of the trial) that freed a man who 
lost a good part of his life behind bars. Swank 
plays the role with economy, a style that 
fits the no-nonsense look of the production. 
The filmmakers handle time shifts 
gracefully, and the casting is choice: 'The 
ever-magnetic Sam Rockwell is Kenny, 
Minnie Driver is full of beans as Betty Anne's 
best friend, Melissa Leo is wicked good 
as an ornery cop, and, in her two chewy 
scenes, Juliette Lewis reminds fans 
why we want her to run free forever.

HE DEADLY SEASON-FINALE shouting spree 
that made Grey’s Anatomy watercooler fodder 
again last spring could've been the last gasp of a 
sometimes great, often troubled—and inevitably 
aging—drama. Instead it proved to be yet another 
deft survival tactic employed by creator Shonda 
Rhimes and her once-angsty and oversexed, now 
maturing but still sexy, band of doctors. 
Season 7 hasn't relegated the finale’s events to a dra- 
matic stunt; rather, it’s reveled in the possibilities of 
rebuilding life in the wake of tragedy. At times, the revel- 


ing has dipped close to wallowing, especially during the 
doctors’ visits to trauma counselor Dr. Andrew Perkins, 
played by Men in Trees’ James Tupper in a too-short 
three-episode arc, keeping up Grey’s Anatomy’s post- 
feminist tradition of underusing its man-candy actors. 

But it’s in the shooting’s emotional reverberations that the 
show is regenerating after the past few hit-and-miss seasons

Derek, 
recovered from his near-fatal shooting, has 
become a speeding-ticket-addicted adrena- 
line junkie, allowing the long-suffering Patrick 
Dempsey some moments of manic joy on 
screen, and Ellen Pompeo as his wife, Meredith, 
a chance to be the grown-up for a change. 
Cristina (the always sublime Sandra Oh) and 
Owen (Kevin McKidd, who holds his own)— 
inspired by the tragedy to get married—have 
gotten right down to business facing the 
troubles of modern wedded life. And between 
Meredith’s miscarriage and Cristina’s PTSD- 
induced breakdown, it’s enough to make us 
forget Katherine Heigl was ever on this show. 

Meanwhile, last season’s Mercy West 
transfers Jackson (Jesse Williams) and April 
(Sarah Drew) are finally falling into place 
in the ensemble as they grieve their fallen 
colleagues (last year’s story sappers) and 
emerge with their own plotlines. April's 
long-held virginity, in particular, should be 
a hoot at this makeout-happy hospital. 

The most ironic—and by far the best—effect 
the trauma has had on Seattle Grace is that 
it has lightened things up. Gallows humor has

always fueled these docs, and the first few 
episodes back have, at times, been among the 
show's funniest. Cristina, on her wedding attire:

The first track on Come Around Sundown is 
called “The End.”

ARLIER THIS YEAR, Medal of 
Honor—a modern reboot of a 
1999 WWII game, now set in 
Afghanistan—sparked contro- 
versy when word leaked that 
its multiplayer mode would 
let you play as Taliban bad 
guys trying to kill American-led coalition 
forces. “Taliban” was subsequently changed 
to “opposing forces,” but the premise and 
gameplay remain the same. The most prob- 
lematie thing about Medal, however, isn’t the 
name it gives its villains but how it depicts 
its heroes. The game aspires to capture the 


experience of an allegedly true-to-life class 
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of elite secret. saldiers known as Tier 1 
Operators. You get to play as these “precision 
instruments of war” in a variety of intense 
combat scenarios that require cleverness 
and patience. The opening mission, set ina 
ruined ghetto, is daunting and terrifying. 
Afver an ambush, you and your cohorts 
must snake through streets and buildings 
as enemics try to take you out. The game’s 
most commendable achievement is its real- 
istic environments; the settings are extraor- 
dinary. But the protagonists are impersonal 
and thin, little more than cartoonish merce- 
naries. The black-ops badass has become 
such a cliché. How about an average G.I. Joe 
for a change? For all its authenticity, Medal 
is a fantasy that turns a complicated reality 
into a winnable game starring indomitable 
Rambos. Maybe when they finally conquer 
those pesky “opposing forces,” loday’s grunts 
will get a Medal of Honor of their own.
